PERHAPS  the  quality  of  this  small  but  highly  interesting  col- 
lection of  Colonial  furniture,  silver,  glass,  pewter,  Oriental 
Lowestoft  porcelain,  lustre  ware,  and  other  objects  will  best  be 
ascertained  by  a  brief  resume  of  the  more  important  of  the  items 
included.  A  silver  octagonal  caster  [No.  65]  by  Samuel  Hough 
or  Benjamin  Hiller,  Boston,  Mass.,  circa  1690-1710,  was  once 
owned  by  Elizabeth  Danielson  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  whose  husband, 
Capt.  John  Cook,  served  in  Washington's  army;  the  intrinsic  value 
of  the  piece  is  very  high,  as  casters  of  this  form  and  period  are 
extremely  rare  and  much  sought  after.  An  Oriental  Lowestoft 
tea  seiwice  with  the  prized  blue  and  gold  star  decoration  [No.  ^5] 
has  descended  in  the  Rhodes  family  of  North  Providence,  R.  I., 
since  1816  and  comprises  thirty-two  pieces. 

A  Chippendale  mahogany  claw-and-ball  foot  wing  chair  [No. 
144]  is  attributed  to  a  Rhode  Island  chairmaker  and  is  highly 
interesting  through  having  been  formerly  owned  by  a  close  personal 
friend  of  John  Pendleton,  who  accompanied  that  noted  collector 
on  many  of  the  pilgrimages  that  resulted  in  the  formation  of  the 
Pendleton  collection  of  Americana  in  the  Rhode  Island  School  of 
Design.  Also  among  the  chairs  are  two  fine  examples  of  the  Carver 
type  [Nos.  173  and  178];  the  first,  apparently  in  original  state 
including  the  rush  seat,  has  descended  in  the  Waterman  family  of 
Cranston,  R.  I.,  a  member  of  which,  Zurial  Waterman,  was  one  of 
those  who  declared  for  secession  from  British  rule  just  prior  to  the 
Revolution  and  was  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Congress  of  Rhode 
Island;  the  other  chair  has  been  preserved  to  a  remarkable  degree 
through  being  painted  and  has  descended  in  the  family  of 
Christopher  Phillips,  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  the  Rhode  Island 
colony.  Affidavits  of  authenticity  accompany  both  chairs.  No.  182 
is  a  Queen  Anne  fan-carved  maple  highboy,  painted  to  simulate 
richly  crotchet!  mahogany  or  walnut,  and  is  interesting  in  its  por- 
trayal of  an  economical  attempt  by  a  New  England  colonist  to 
emulate  the  domestic  well-being  of  a  more  affluent  neighbor. 

Among  the  clocks  are  two  that  deserve  special  mention.  A 
decorated  mahogany  shelf  clock  [No.  164]  is  by  Nathan  Hale  of 
Chelsea,  Vermont,  and  is  of  the  highly  valued  miniature  long-case 


type,  having  painted  and  gilded  glass  enclosing  the  front;  it  has 
remained  in  the  family  of  Senator  Irons  of  Rhode  Island  for  over 
a  hundred  years.  The  other  [No.  135]  is  a  Chippendale  wall 
clock,  probably  the  most  handsome  example  that  has  been  offered 
at  auction  in  New  York  for  a  long  period  of  years;  the  tine  dial 
and  movement  are  by  John  Jones,  a  master  clockmaker  working  in 
London,  circa  1760,  and  the  case  is  of  pagoda  form  carved  in  the 
Chinese  Chippendale  taste  and  has  been  attributed  to  the  workshop 
of  Thomas  Chippendale.  The  clock  is  illustrated  in  Wallace  Nut- 
ting's Furniture  Treasury,  also  in  his  Clock  Book.  No  collection 
of  American  furniture  being  considered  complete  without  a  'Saverv' 
lowbov,  the  present  one  includes  a  handsome  example  in  mahogany 
[No.  161],  exhibiting  the  characteristic  shell  and  foliage  carving 
on  the  front,  the  knees,  and  the  skirt,  and  in  this  respect  bears  a 
close  affinity  to  the  labeled  Saverv  armchair  in  the  Reifsnyder  Col- 
lection; this  also  is  illustrated  in  Wallace  Nutting's  Furniture 
Treasury.

His  bar  is  replenished  with  the 
best  of  Liqueurs  and  his  chambers  and  parlours  furnished  with  new 
and  costly  Furniture',  etc.,  etc.
